Making au Sea of the Great Sahara, 


A difference of opinion exists among 
European engineers in regard to the 
praciicability of establishing a sea, as 
now propused, in the great Sahara, 
the chief problem being, it would 
seem, how to keep it up. It is argued 
that, supposing the sea to be created 
by means of a canal, it will loose an 
enormous quantity of water by evap- 
oration every day, without the intro- 
duction of an equal volume of fresh 
water, The water evaporated being 
repiaced by a supply coming through 
the canal, the whole budy will soon 
reach the maximum of saturation; aud 
thus, the evaporation still continuing, 
a deposit of salt will be furmed which, 
in time, must fill up the whole space 
of the interior of tne sea—the salinity 
of the water being euch that po ani- 
mal fife would be possible in it, and 
the ultimate result being simply the 
accumulation of an immense deposit 
of salt. On the other hand, the pro- 
jectors of the enterprise claim that the 
presence of this water, and its evapor- 
ation, must produce copious rains, 
which will io large measure return 
into the sea, and thus not only accom- 
plish the object referred to, but also 


fconvert a sterile waste into a fertile 


country.

to George Alt’s plan of attack. He 
says by all means plow up the nests 
wherever it is possible, after the in- 
sects are dove depositing eggs. Plow 
about.four inches deep, and then do 
not harrow or touch the ground again, 
lest the eggs be brought so near the 
surface that the insect can force its 
way out after hatching. Where the 
ground is rocky he advises that cor- 
rals be built and cattie fed there so as 
to tramp up the ground and crush the 
eggs. Where the nests lie in a field 
of grain or alfalfa, a sharp harrow can 
be run over tue ground without in- 
jury to the crop, and the nests will be 
destroyed. When the eggs are dis- 
turbed they seem to addle. He 
stronyly recommends the destroying 
of every nest that it is po-sible to 
reach, for the reason not only that 
there are then less mouths to fill, but

The Capture of an Escaped Criminal 
aines Rigniate Months of Liberty.

In October of last year & man came 
to Reno under the name of Thomas 


Seymour and got employment as a 
sheep herder. H® has remained in 


this neighborhood ever since. Some 
weeks ago a resident of Reno saw the 
man and thought he recognized him as 
the person who committed a murder in 


Middletown, Lake county, California, 
about eighteen mouths ago, who had 
escaped from jail, and fur whose ap- 
prehension a reward had been offered. 
‘This person made koown his suspi- 
cions to Deputy Sheriff Dute Gray. 
Gray spoke tu Constable Avery about 
the man and found that Avery was 
also on his track. A telegram was 
sent to Middletown, Cal., and ihe an- 
swer said that a man corresponding to 
the de-cription of Seymour had escap- 
ed from tie authorities there. Ip the 
meuptime the suspected person had ta- 
ken the alarm, and was watching the 
wfficers. As soon as they heard from 
Middletown they determined to arrest 
him. They found their man on the 
V. & T. railroad bridge. The officers 
approacbed him quie!ly, one from each 
end of the bridge. Tuey had a war- 
rant for his arrest on the charge of 
vayrancy. He made no resistance to 
the arrest, although he had a big six- 
shooter iu his pucket. 

Word was sent to Middletown for 
some one to cume here and identify 
the prisoner. Sheriff Peter Burtnett 
arrived bere chis moruing. He iden- 
tified the prisoner as ‘thomas Dye, 
who was imprisoned in Lake County 
on a charge of murder, and had broken 
out of jail, since which time th au- 
thorities had not heard of him.

Upon thig,recurd the Kepublican party asks 
for the continued confidence and support of 
the people, and this covventi.n submits for 
their approval the following statements of the 
princ: pics and purposes which will continae 
to guide aud iuspire its effor:s: 


ENUMERATION OF PRINCIPLES.

Owutof the confederated States it 
made a sovereign nation, Some powers are 
aenied to the nation, while others are retained 
by the States; but the boundary between the 
power- delegated and thuse reserved is to be 
determined by national .ud not by State tri- 
bunais. 

Third. The work of popular education is 
one letito the Care of the severa: States, but 
itis the Guty ot the national government to 
aid that work to tne extent of its constita- 
tional-.biiity,. The intelligence of the nav'on 
ix but the aggregate of the intelligence in the 
several Staves, aud the destiny o1 the nation 
must be yuided, vot by the genius of aay une 
State, but by the average genius of all. 

NON-SECTAKIAN SCHOOLS. 


Fourth. ‘Ihe coust tution wisely forbids 
Congress to make any laws respecting ap es- 
tablishment o! reltgivn, bat it is idle to ho 
‘that the nation can be protected against 
influence of sectarianism whiie each State 
exposed to its particular domination. We 
therefore recommend that the constitution 
eso amended cs to lay sume prohibition ep 
on the Legis.ature of cach State. and to forbid 
the appropriation of public funds to the sup- 
port of sectarian schvols. 

riitth. We reaftirm the belief avowed in 
1876, that the duties levied for the purpose of 
revenue shuuld be sv discriminate as to fa:or 
American labor. ‘that no further grant of the 
public domain should be made to aby rail- 
road or other corporation. That slavery hav- 
iny pecishea in tue States, its twin barbarity, 
polygamy, must die in the Territoricva. ‘That 
everywhere the protection accorved to & Citi- 
zen «f American birth n.ust be secured to cit- 
izens of American adoption. Thut it is the 
duty of Congress to develop and improve vur 
water-courses and barvors, but we insist that 
further subsidies to private persuns or corpe- 
rations must Cease. ‘bat the vbligations to 
the men who pre-erved its integrity in the 
day o! battle are undiminished by tue lapee of 
fiiteen years since their final victory heir 
perpetual honor is and shall forever be the 
yrateiu) privilege and the sacred duiy of tue 
American peopie. 

THE CHINESE PLANK 

Sixth, Since the authority to reyulate im- 
vnigration and inte course beiween = the 
Uu:sted States aud furcign vations rests with 
‘he Congress of the United States aud the 
trealy-Muking powers, that the Kepubjican 
partly, regaruipg tbe ulrestricted im migration 
vi the? hinese a watier of grave concernment 
and under the exercise of voth these powers 
wonid :imit and restrict that immiyration by 
the enactment of such just. humaue and reas- 
ovable laws and treaties as will produce that 
result.

rescued by the courage andaction of Maine's 
patriotic sans; have by methods vicious fa 
principal and tyraupical in practice, attached 

vartican legisiation to appropriation bills; 

have crushed the rights of individuals, and 
vindicated the principles and sought the 
favor of rebellion aguinst the nation, and have 
endeavored to obliterate the sacred memories 
efthe war and to overcome its inestimable 
good results--freedom and individual equal- 
ity. ‘e affirm it to be the duty and purpose 
ef the Republican party to use all the legiti- 
mate means of tnis Union to secure the per- 
fect harmony which may be practicable, and 
we submit to the practical, sensible people

That the hordes of Chinese that 
are coming in upon our shores to eat out our 
subsiance are destroying our country. impov- 
erishing our mines, mining and taborers. de- 
bauchiug our youth, and mak ny both men 
and wome» lower in the ecale of humanity. 
This evil must and shal! be stupped, and to 
this end we pl«dve the entire strength of the 
Republican party. 

in the language of our creat leader, we re- 
gard the immigration of Asiatics to the 
United states as little leas than a servile in- 
vasion. Should the Commissioners now in 
negotiation with the Chinese Government 
faii tu secare by the first\of next January such 
modification of the Burlingame Treaty as will 
practically put an end to the influx of Chinese 
to this: ountry, we demand that the treaty 
then be promptly annailed, and euch laws 
enacied as wiil relieve us at once and forever 
of the Asiatic scourge nuw menacing the 
well-being of the Republic.

defeat. Such arestriction woule work disas— 
ter to the jabere ofthe proepector, and seri- 
ously retaid the developmeut of the mincral 
ricbes of the West, and we curalally indoise 
the action of our Kepresentative, the Hon. K. 
M Daygett, in i his behball.

‘Territorial Legislatures to reguiate andre 
strict the Charges ef railroads cxclusively 
within their respective boundaries, and that 
it is no less the const:tutional rizht than the 
posit've duty of Congrees to regulaw che 
tariffs and restrict the charges of inter-State 
railroads. :

dium. for the precivas metais which our 
miues are anvualiy yielding. 

KESuULVED, That Gen. dames A. Garfield 
and Chester A. Arthur, by their seryices to 
the country, by their devotion :o princip.e, } 
and by theirunepotted reputation as men aud 
as citizens. are deserving of the united and 
earnest support of all the loyal peop leof 
the United states fur Presidewt and V.ce, 
P esident thereot. We rejvice in their nom- 
inatiov, aud we pledge to them the electora! 
yote o! Nevada at the casuing clection, by an 
overwhelming moejority.
